The answ er m ay come from the 
studies of D r 
Frank C leveland, 
Cincinnati pathologist, who p lan s 
an intensive exam ination.

from Lake Cowan to their e a r la st 
Saturday, discovered the body in 
a clum p of burned weeds. 
Sheriff Floyd Foote said so m uch 
of the body had been consum ed by 
fire, th ere w ere few clues to the 
w om an’s identity.

way: 
Age—20 to 25 years 
H eight—5 feet, 9 inches. 
W eight—135 to 150 pounds. 
H air—light brown, four to six 
inches long.

14-carat gold ring with one d ia ­ 
mond 
and 
two 
chip 
diam onds. 
N earby w as p art of a red co at, 
a keyring w ith four keys—one a 
G eneral M otors auto key—and a 
penknife 
Sheriff Foote said the su rro u n d ­ 
ing w eeds indicated the body had 
been covered with som ething like 
a 
blanket 
before 
the 
fire 
w as 
started 
Dr. C leveland said Sunday it will 
take sev eral days before he w ill 
be able to give a com plete rep o rt 
on an autopsy.

ful. 
Investigators noted the track s of 
a c ar th a t backed down to w ard 
the lake from a roadw ay n e a r the 
spot w here the body was found. 
Foote said the body could h ave 
been drum ped from the tru n k of 
the car and burned in the three-

national issues. 
Mild w eather—m the 50’s and 
6 0 s—was the election day fo re­ 
cast for m ost of the nation. 


And just about every’ political 
w eathervane pointed to D em ocrat- 
ic gams. 
A state-by-state survey by The 
Associated P ress, updated through 
Sunday, 
showed 
D em ocrat* 
fa­ 
vored to capture 8 to 12 COP seats 
in the Senate and 17 to 40 or m ore 
in the House, with a good chance 
to gain a couple of governorships 
as well. 
GOP N ational C hairm an Meade 
Alcorn repeated for a television 
audience Sunday hi* earlie r p re ­ 
diction of “ som e very startling 
upsets” to help the R epublicans.

field, flipped once, then bounced 
into an upright position again. 
Planning a short pleasure cruise, 
Neil H augerud had faced the 85 
horsepow er Aeronca Chief up a 
slight grade Sunday on a farm 
landing strip. The BS year-old in­ 
surance m an gave the propeller 
a tug. 
“ But instead of idling like 
it 
should h ave,” H augerud explained, 
“ it revved up to full th ro ttle im ­ 
m ediately and jum ped ahead

tried to get to the door but the 
plane went past me. It took off 
alm ost im m ediately.”

Both parties are for peace and 
prosperity, and of course both are 
“ forw ard-looking,” except th at the 
Southern D em ocrats and R epubli­ 
can 
conservatives 
are 
less for* 
ward-look ing than the “ N orthern 
rad icals" ann E isenhow er R epub­ 
licans, 
The danger in 
voting for the 
D em ocrats is that “ the dom inant 
wing of the p a rty ” will lead the 
country down the road to social­ 
ism and m eanw hile get into such 
a fight with the Southern 
D em o­ 
crats that it won’t be able to lead 
the country anyw here. 


T he danger in voting for the R e­ 
publicans is that they w on’t spend 
enough money to defend the coun­ 
try from its C om m unist enem ies 
and besides have piled up in the 
last y ear a $12 billion deficit. 
The Republicans, a re the friend 
of the working m an and the foe of 
the labor goons, which is why 77 
p e r cent of them in the House vot­ 
ed against the K ennedy-Ives bill 
requiring union lead ers to m ake 
public union financial rep o rts, in­ 
sisting on regular union elections 
by secret ballot. 
The D em ocrats w ere so angry 
about this, so eag er to reform la­ 
bor, th at they voted 
ag ain st an 
even 
tougher 
a n tira c k e te e rin g 
bill, and this, of course, clarified 
everything. 
Both sides are for the la b o re r’s 
rig h t to work in one form or an­ 
other. The D em ocrats a re for his 
right to work in com pulsory union 
shops, and they are also for his 
I rig h t to move to soa?e o th er state 


if he doesn’t like to work in state* J 
that rule 
out compulsory 
union 
shop*.

On the national economy,

D em ocrats, who let prices rise 50 
per cent un d er T rum an, are fur- j 
lous because prices rose 8 per cen t 
under E isenhow er, and they a re 
also ang ry because there a re o n ­ 
ly 65 m illion people working in the 
country today, com pared w ith 61 
million rn 1952 


In contrast, the R e p u b 11 cans 
think “ the last six y ears 
have 
been 
the 
best six y ears of our 
lives” and th at “ things are good 
and getting b e tte r all the 
tim e,” 
except of 
course, 
in 
M ichigan, 
West V irginia, Pennsylvania, and 
the other places w here there are 
four million people unem ployed. 
This tidies up everything except 
foreign policy, and here the voter 
must take a stand either for or 
against S ecretary of State Dulles, 
except that h e ’s not on the ballot, 
and the D em ocrats voted to let 
him do w hat he liked about Que- 
moy and M atsu, anyw ay.

1. A board of education m ay, at 
its discretion, lawfully em ploy p e r­ 
sons of any religious faith or of 
no faith to teach in the public 
schools, provided they are p ro p er­ 
ly certificated. 


2. Public schools m ust be con 
ducted so that pupils a re not sub­ 
jected to sectarian teaching. But 
w earing 
a 
distinctive 
religious 
g a rb does not am ount to teaching 
religious doctrine w hich the law 
forbids in public schools.

Every Voter Should Seek The Truth 


'So far as Fayette County is concerned, 
interest has seemed high in the political 
figures, questions and issues and the var­ 
ious tax levies m the campaign just clos­ 
ing. 
Reports from across the country indi­ 
cate a similar interest m most places. In 
all this, however, the old question arises 
how much actual fact - finding and think­ 
ing has the average voter done in decid­ 
ing on how he is to vote? 
The purpose of our election campaigns 
as every’ one knows, is to provide the ma­ 
chinery by which the American voters, 
of all classes, including most certainly 
the ordinary, work - a - day tax produc­ 
ing citizens of this land, will wise 1 y 
choose candidates to implement the pub­ 
lic will and; to protect our nation against 
all enemies, domestic as well as foreign. 
Of course it is traditional with us to in­ 
vest this procedure with a considerable 
amount of fanfare, hoop-la. flag waving 
and breast - beating. Naturally it is only 
human that a citizen, fighting for some­ 
thing he regards as dear to her or him— 
such as public esteem, the security of the 
Hate or nation, the preservation of freed­ 
om. certain taxes or opposition to them 
or merely a place on the public payroll 
— will summon great enthusiasm for 
the fray. 
It is quite reasonable, therefore, that 
some Iheatricalism, bombast, hyperbole 
and evasion, sniping at people who take 
other views, or derision of the opposite 
party is to be anticipated. We all are ex­ 
pected to make allowances for what is 
known as the “heat of battle” and to ac­ 
cept as inevitable the election of some 
who m erit small acclaim. 
What sometimes, however, is discour­ 
aging and disheartening about these an­ 


nual popularity contests is the manner in 
which candidates, or workers for certain 
issues, take refuge in glowing generali­ 
ties and refuse to honestly declare their 
position, or who enjoy working behind a 
smoke s c r e e n of misrepresentation. 
There are others who extol] virtues in 
government to which they have given 
nothing but slight lip - service. Still oth­ 
ers claim credit for accomplishments, 
with which their connection, if any, has 
been very remote. 
It is not easy for the average voter to 
learn all that he or she should learn 
about 'issues and candidates. Neverthe­ 
less, real effort should be made to get 
the facts and to demand that candidates 
tell how they stand. 
As a backdrop to the whole perform­ 
ance in many elections, the voter faces 
an endless mental kaleidoscope of etern­ 
ally grinning faces of some individuals 
far more pleased with themselves than 
the electorate ever can be. This causes 
many a voter to have the uneasy convic­ 
tion that momentous issues of the day 
are not likely to be resolved by men who 
would rather be elected than be certain 
they are right. 
Politicians say the voters are apathe­ 
tic. Maybe “discouraged” would be a 
more accurate adjective because so oft­ 
en it is hard for a voter to listen to some 
candidate's W’ords and be sure what that 
candidate actually means and stands for. 
However, we must maintain our de­ 
termination to get t h e rock - bottom 
truth. Today, as much as ever, the real 
road to confidence and statesmanship is 
still open for the honest candidate who 
sincerely feels that he has a patriotic re­ 
sponsibility as well as a civic duty to per­ 
form— and then proves that he means it.

CHICAGO—A team of scien­ 
tists in the Oriental institute ot 
the University of Chicago ex­ 
pects that the new regime in 
Iraq will want continued an in­ 
tensive investigation of a crop 
failure that occurred a thousand 
years ago. 
When the government of the 
late King Feisal II was over­ 
thrown, Prof. Thorkild Jacobsen 
had just returned here from a 
season as field director of a pro­ 
ject studying the fanning meth­ 
ods from ancient times to 1500 
A. D. In the area now occupied 
by the Middle Eastern nation, in 
conjunction with the directorate 
general of antiquities of Iraq. 
This is no academic study of 
the past, but a down-to-earth 
hunt for hints as to how modern 
nations now going in heavily for 
irrigation, including the United 
States, can avoid mistakes which 
made one of the most elaborate 
irrigation system* ever built by 
man go literally sour.
